Some Account of a Pistinguished 
Seuthern Woman. 


VERT. 


From the Augusta Chronicle and Sentinel,13th 

Madame Octavia Waltoa Le Vert, 
the distinguished authoress, died ves- 
terday in Summerville of pneumonya. 
Her funeral wiil take place to-day at3 
o’clock. 

Madame Le Vert was born at Belle- 
vue, near this city, 1811. Her father, 
Colonel George Walton, pe of the 
signer of the declaration of independ-. 
ence of the same name) removed to 
Pensvcola, Flo.ida, in her childhood, 
(1821) having been a»pointed territori- 
al secretary of Florida under General 
Jackson as governor. On the retire- 
ment of General Jackson frow that of- 
fice Mr. Walton acted for a time as 
governor. Although his daughter’s 
education was exclusively domestic aud 
confined to Pensacola, she not, only 
became a proficient in the French, 
Spanish and Italian languages, 
but obtained some knowl- 
edge of Latin and Greek, as well as of 
the sciences. At very early age she 
was often called upon by her father to 
translate documents from the French 
and Spanish languages, which were 
then spoken by most of the inhabitauts 
of Florida. She was invited, while yet 
a gil, to select aname fr the future 
capital of Florida, and chose the musi- 
cal Seminole word Tallahassee. In 1832 
che left Pensacola to spend the winter 
in Augusta. While travelling in a 
stage coach through what was then the 
wild region of Alabama, in company 
with her brother, she formel the ac- 
quaintance of a fellow-passenger, who 
proved to be Washington Irving. This 
acquaintance was the foundation cof a 
friendship which continued through- 
out the remainder of Mr. 
Irving’s life. Miss Walton 
spent the winter of 1833--34 in Wash- 
ington, and during the cebates upon 
the removal of the deposits, was in the 
habit of writing out réports of the 
principal speeches delivered at the 
capitol. These were so admirable, not: 
withstanding her youth, that it is said 
Mr. Clay, Mr. Webster, Mr. Calhoun, 
Mr. McDuffie and Mr. Prescott were all 
in the habit of calling, to read from her 
portfolio the reports of their own 

speeches. In 1838 she was married to 
Dr. Henry 8. Le Vert a physician of 
Mobile In 1853-4, and again in 1855, 
Mrs, Le Vert traveled in Europe, and 

was received into the best circles of 
society in England and on the conti- 
neat, and recorded her observations 
in the interesting volumes called 

“‘“ouvenirs of Travel.” The idea of this 

work was suggested to the authoress by 

M. De Lamartine. She was for some 

years a contributor to various English 

and American periodicals. She is un- 

derstood to | ave prepared two works, 

‘Souvenirs of Distingu.shed People ” 

and “Souvenirs of the War,” which 

have not yet been published. She ren- 

dered good service in behalf of the 

Mount Vernon association, and was 

noted for offices of charity during the 

civil war. She enjoyed a great reputa- 

tion as an accomplished linguist, con- 

versationalist and leader of society. Uf 
late years Madame Le Vert has been 
residing with her daughter, Mrs. L. A. 

Reab, at Summerville.

CAREERING OF THE ENRAGED 
ZEPHYRS IN THE WIKE- 
GRASS REGION. 


H'gh Pranks-—A Young Lady Ledg- 
et ina Peach Tree—A Clearing up 
im ihe Pathway ef the Storm. 


From the Thomasville Enterprise. 


From the best information we can 
gainer, there was a cyclone ina por- 
tion of his county last Thursday 
night The storm of wind, rain, thun- 
der and lightning and hail was pretty 
general, but not severe enough to do 
any damage except in the neighbor- 
hood of Mr. Geo. Harrod, John A. 
Spairsand J. B. Mabry’s places. The 
cyclone seems to have lowered just 
here and to have swept everything 
before it. The report we haveis that 
all the places of the gentlemen named 
were wrecked, and almost every tree 
blown down, the fodder, stacked in the 
barnyards and fields, and oats blown 
away. Mr. Harrod was not killed as at 
first reported, but had one foot badly 
mashed. His wife had one leg very 
badly broken and the other fractured. 
Several other parties were slightly in- 
jured but thése were the most serious 
that we have heard of. It is a very 
severe loss on these parties, but we 
learn that some of their neighbors have 
kindly sent their hands to aid them in 
repairing and rebuilding houses enough 
- shelter them until they can do bet- 

r. 
erable damage was done to timber be- 
tween Ocklockonee and Pelham sta- 
tions but hare heard of no other dam- 
age. 
Since writing the ab ve we have 
learned the followed additional par- 
ticulars in :eference to the cyclone: 

Its course was from a little south of 
west to a little nor:h of east, and first 
struck John A. Spair’s place, and then 
went from there to Mr. Harrod's, and 
from there to Mr. J. B. Mabry’s; then 
it struck W. H. Culpepper’s place and 
blew down al: his outh»uses and car- 
ried off all ais fodder and oats ; it went 
through P. B. Massey’s place, bat for- 
tunately did not strike his houses. It 
then it struck Dr. Carson’s place and 
demolished his ginhouse. The next 
place was Wm. McDonald’s. Ali his 
outhouses were torn to pieces and his 
provisions were badly scattered. The 
next plave struck wes Mr. Crawford’s. 
It looked as if his house had been liited 
up, twisted out of shape, and dropped 
down right on Mr. C. and family. Mr. 
Crawiord and wife were badly injured, 
and lost everything in the way of pro- 
visions. It here crossed thecreek, and 
striking Mr. D. A. Horne’s plece, tore 
his ginhouse, crib and stables to 
pieces, It then struck Mrs. Kemp’s, 
and blew down all her houses, ex- 
cept the dwelling house, and then 
struck Tom Duke’s place and tore 
down ali his out houses. Mr. High- 
smith’s place was next, and kere the 
wind swept everything, all his houses 
were torn to pieces and it was wonder- 
fal how he and his family escaped 
with their lives, as every house was 
blown down and seemed to have been 
piled on top of each other. Heand his 
whole family were buried under the 
debris, but none of them killed,though 
they were badly brnised up. At Mr. 
Harrod’s a young girl sleeping in his 
house was blown out with the bed she 
was sleeping on and lodged in a peach 
tree some distance from the house, but 
not seriously hurt. Mr. Harrod’s trunk 
and the clothing of himself and family 
were blown away and some money 
that he had in his trunk lost, pieces of 
his trunk were found several hundred 
yards from the house. 

The cyclone swept everything clean 
in its track; pine stumps were torn out 
of the ground ; cotton stalks all levelled 
with the ground, and even, in some 
places, the wiregrass torn up by the 
roots. 

Our informant stated that one could 
form no idea of the immense amount of 
damage done without going to the scene 
of disaster. The fields in the track of 
the storm were so filled up with trees, 
etc , that but for help from their neigh- 
bors none of them could plough a fur- 
row under a month. 

We hope our citizens will do all ia 
their power to aid these peuplein their 
distressed condition. 

We learned that avother cyclone 
passed above here near Pelham on the 
5. G. & Fla, railroad, and from a gen- 
tleman from Colquitt, we learn every 
house on the place of Hon. Jas. Vick, 
in that county, was blow. down, also 
tes panel of fence, and every tree, 
but fortunately injared no one. lt also 
blew down the house of Thos. Griner 
and bruised his wife somewhat, though 
it is believed sie is not seriously hort; 
it blew down every house on John 
Jones’ place aad wounded his wife 
pretty ly about the head.

Nmali-Pox Spread ata Masked Ball. 

Albany Argus. 
Masquerade parties in the first ward 
of West Troy have received a death 
blow. In Saturday’s Argus allusion 
was made to be a supposed peculiar 
fever, which had almost assumed an 
epidemic form in Port Schuyler. Now 
it transpires that the disease is small- 
pox, which, in this instance, is sup- 
posed to have been disseminated at a 
private masquerade recently heid at 
the residence ot a family named Stan- 
field. -It is believed, with good reason, 
that the hired costumes used on the 
occasion contained the germs of the 
contagion. In the house of the Stan- 
field family three persons are down 
with the disease, and in a house near 
by ae four invalids from the sa ne 
cause. Cards of warning have been 
attached to the doors of several houses, 
and a number of first ward victims to 
the unfortunate maequerade is placed 
at 39. Numerous persons from [roy and 
other places attended, and it is said 
several of the strangers are similarly 
afflicted. Although the disease first 
made its appearance a tle 
masqueraders more than a week a 
the West Ir >y plysicians either failed 
to discover « r neglected to make known 
the true state of uifuirs until Saturday. 
None of the patients bave died so far, 
although some of the cases are said to 
be very severe. In consequence of the 
fact that the lower part of West Troy 
has always heretofore énjoyed remark- 
able exemption from contagious dis- 
eases much alarm is manifested among 
the residents. Several of the victims 
are employees of Roy’s woolen mill, 
and the factory is to be temporarily 
shut down as one means of che king 
the spread of the disease. The first 
ward district school is also to be closed 
for a similar reason.

The republicans elected two of the 
three congressmen that the state is en- 
titled to—a gain of one.

The majority 
at the opening of the house will be 
larger, as members whose seats are 
coutested on double returns will be 
excluded altogether at the organization 
under a precedent established by Clerk 
McPherson. In all other cases, when a 
clear right cannot be shown, a right to 
participate in the opening proceedings 
will also be denied. 


It is pretty well settled that there 
must be an extra session between this 
time and the end of the fiscal year. 
The political prophets differ as to when 
it will be called, and we prefer to ac- 
cept the statement of Judge Luttrell, a 
member from California. At Chicago, 
en route to his home, he stated 
that he had _ received a _ positive 
assurance from the president, before 
leaving Washington, that it would be 
called tor from the first to the fifteenth 
of May. Combinations for the speaker- 
ship and other house cflices are now 
in order; but it seems to be well set- 
tled that civil-service reform will be 
applied, and that Mr. Randall will 
surely succeed himself. 


Before dismissing the New Hamp- 
shire election, we desire to call the at- 
tention of our readers to one of the 
twelve constitutional amendments that 
were voted upon in taat state and pre- 
bably adopted. It 1s this: in cases in- 
volving less than $100 (where the title 
to real estate is not concernec) parties, 
as a constitutional right, shall not be 
entitled to a trial by jury. 


THE CALITAL QUESTION. 


One ofthe main cbjects of a few-a 
very few—of those wh favor a conven- 
tion seems to be the removal of the 
capital from Atlanta to Milledgeville. 
The most prominent, perhaps, among 
those who favor a removal is the editor 
of the Thomasville Enterprise, and we 
append herewith a few of the argumnets 
which he has seen proper to advance. 
In a recent issue of his paper the editor 
says : | 

We find that our people are very much excr-

The capital is to be removed asa 
measure of economv! Economy is 4, 
very thin cloak in this instance. There 
is no necessity for a new capitol build- 
ing during the next decade. The pres- 
ent building, in spite of every- 
thing that has been — said 
in the newspapers, is safe and c mmo- 
dious, and, with the expenditure of a 
few thousand dollars, can be made as 
comfortable as any capitol of any soutl- 
ern state. During the recent session 
of the general assembly the talk about 
the safety of the ec pitol was the 
result of a joke on the part of a few 
facetious members who were fearful 
that during the days when the sena 
torial election was pending, the galler- 
ies might be crowded with the friends 
of Mr. Hill, whose enthusiasm might 
be infectious This is the whole truth 
ofthe matter. The “opera house,” as 
it is called, is not as unsafe asa few of 
the newspapers pretend to believe. 
That it could be improved hy the ex- 
penditure of a few thousand dollars is 
unquestionable, but how much would 
it require to place the building in Mil- 
ledgeville in order? And after it is 
placed in order, would it accommodate 
the government? Are there apart- 
ments provided for the educational 
bureau, the agricultural bureau, the 
geological burean, and the medical 
bureau? Inaddition to these are there 
apartments for the secretary of state, 
the treasurer and the comptroller? 
Last. but not least, will the 
old capitol at Milledgeville, as it now 
stands, accommodat2 comfortably the 
present general asembly ot ‘seorgia ? 
We are of the opinion that it will not. 
As to the other departments of the 
government, we know that they would 
be compelled to rent office-room in the 
different stores around the little 
village, or suspend work until, 
at great expense, new additions 
vould be made téthe old capitol build- 
ings. Economy is a pretty argument 
to use in thisconnection. Would it be 
economy to take the capital back to 
Milledgeville, and thus render neces- 
sary the expenditure of at least fifty 
thousand dollars in making new addi- 
tions to the old capitol]? The “opera 
house” (to use a provincial sarcasm) is 
ample for all the purposes of government 
It not only accommodates the legis’a- 
ture and the departments, but the 
state reaps a revenue from the rent. 
that is paid by the United States for 
postofiice room. Atlanta holds a mort- 
gage amounting to about eighty thou- 
sand dollars over the building, 
a d if the capital is re- 
moved this will have to be satisfied; 
and yet the removers prate about 
“economy,” 

We insist that, with the expenditure 
of a few thousand dollars, there is no 
need of a new capitol for years to come. 
We insist, furthermore, that the re- 
moyal of the capital will entail an ex- 
pense upon the tax-payers wholly 
inadequate to the results to be reached 
and utterly inadequate. We make, 
therefore, this general summary: We 
admit that the present capitol needs 
improvements, both architectural and 


}acoustic, but at the same time we 


maintain that the old buildings at 
Milledgeville will not accommodate 
the government of the state as 
it is now constituted —that the 
legislative halls are inadequate 
to the accomodation of the zeneral as- 
semb y—and that the members could 
not find adequate and comfortable 
hotel accomodations. We maintain, 
furthermore, that so far as economy is 
concerned, it will be infinitely cheaper 
to allow the capital to remain where it 
is. It need not be imagined that At- 
lanta. is afraid to meet this issue. 
We are in favor of 
a ecnstitutional con vention 
and so, we believe, is a majority of the 
voters of Fulton county. As General 
Toombs says, we desire the fundamental 
law of the state to represent the intel- 
ligence and the necessities of the citi- 
zens of the state; and so far as the 
capital question is concerned,we invite 
the fullest and freest discussion of the 
subject on the part of our contempora- 
ries,

W AsHINiTON, March 12.— Pogtmaster 
General Key hada talk with a South 
Carolina gentienian to-day, that repub- 
licans may take as an indication of 
what his methods are tobe. The man 
appeared at the department with a 
petition for the appointment as post- 
master at Columbia, 8S. C., very nu- 
merously signed by persons of promi- 
nence in various parts of the state. He 
was exceedingly aggressive, and evi- 
dently expected his papers would re- 
ceive immediate attention and favored 
action. When Mr. Key obtained a 
chance to talk, he asked the man who 
held the office now ? 

“A colored man,” was the reply, 
“who, of course, ought to be put out at

The man said he had not heard any- 
thing about that. On being questioned 
more closely, he was obliged to admit 
tbat he had hearJ no complaints on the 
sc: re of efficiency.

States, and the other is by an order 
from the president of the United 
States.”
